tions tending to indicate a belief in her guilt; whereas in this country the 
Iaw4assumes that the prisoner is innocent until proven guilty. 


The trial of Madame Steinheil had many drnmalic climaxes, but one 


of the most important wns that in which the prisoner, driven to despera- 
tion by a. fierce array of questions, threatened to throw discretion to the 
winds and "(ell all." 
That, threat impressed even the prosecution with the 


belief that the prisoner if preyed any further might tell some 
political 


secrets involving high personages. 
Whether she meant it or not it was a 


great, piece of strategy and probably hud much to do with her acquittal, for 
in the latter stages of the trial it did not seem that the government wanted 
io see her convicted. 


In France also there is more freedom allowed to popular clamor thai 


in tbis country, and this.was .-ill in Madame Sleinhnil's favor. 
Accordingly, 


the verdict of "not guilty" was greeted by outbursts of popular applause. 
That did not by any means indicate that Madnme Sleinbeil is innocent, but 
rather that she is a very clever woman and that she stood up wonderfully 
under the fiercest fire of cross examination by the 
prosecution 
and 
the 


presiding judge.

THE ACQUITTAL OF MME. STEINHEIL. 


The acquittal of Madame Stcinhcil on the charge of murdering her 


husband and step-mother in France has met with popular approval, regard- 
leas of whether tho verdict is or is not fully justified by. the 
evidence 


in the case. 


The trial which has been the most exciting that Paris has had 
for 


years, illustrated the peculiar manner of conducting such trials in France 
contrasting in a striking manner with the line of procedure in this country. 


la France the presiding judge acts in the capacity of inquisitor and 


plays the part of a coroner in this country, plying the prisoner with ques- 
tions tending to indicate a belief in her guilt; wlicrens in this country the 
law assumes that the prisoner is innocent until proven guilty. 


The trial of Madame Steinheil had ninny dramatic climaxes, but one 


of tho most important was that in which the prisoner, driven to despera- 
tion by a fierce array of questions, threatened to throw discretion to the 
winds and "fell nil." That threat impressed even the prosecution with the 
belief that the prisoner if pressed any further might tell somo political 
secrets involving high personages. Whether she meant it or not it was a 
great piece of strategy and probably had much to do with her acquittal, for 
in the latter stages of the trial it did not seem that the government wonted 
to see her convicted. 


In France also there is more freedom allowed to popular clamor than 


in this country, and this was all in Madame Steinheil's favor. 
Accordingly, 


the verdict of "not guilty" was greeted by outbursts of popular applause. 
That did not by any means indicate that Madame Steinheil is innocent, but 
rather that she is a very clever woman nhd that she stood up wonderfully 
under the fiercest fire of cross examination by the prosecution and 
the 


presiding judge.

State Tax Commissioner William D. 


T. Trefry has announced this year's 
apportionment o£ the corporation tax, 
under the^aw passed last year provid- 
ing a new method of distribution 
of 


these taxes, which gives one-half of 
the tax on eacli corporation to the city 
or. town in which , such 
corporation 


carries on its business. 


Under this year's apportionment the 


city of Boston gains $286,200.22, some- 
what less than had been expected, be- 
cause o£ an underestimate of the num- 
ber of residents of Boston who 
own 


stock in cotton mill corporations situ- 
ated elsewhere, and from whom Bos- 
ton this year receives 
only one-half 


the tax in place o£ the full amount in 
former years. 
. The principal reason for the passage 
of .the new, law was that manufactur- 
ing .cities might be relieved in some 
measure of their high tax rates, and 
.that the so-called "tax dodgers' com- 
munities" should get less o£ the cor- 
poration taxes:

EFFICIENCY SACRIFICED TO TECHNIQUE. 


Several writers of note of late have called attention to what is a seem- 


ing paradox, and yet undoubtedly true. It is the fact that efficiency is often 
sacrificed to technique by giving too much attention to red tape, to non- 
essential forms and other things that do not count for general efficiency. 
Where technique results in a waste of time or lack of efficiency it is better 
sacrificed because it is in itself ono of many qualities' that go to make up 
excellence, but not nt all the most important. 


• This was well illustrated by the story of the man who had become so 


expert at golf that he wrote a very able book upon the fine points of the 
game. 
When afterwards tried upon the field, however, ho was found to 


have engrafted upon Ihe game KO much technique that he was no match for 


flip, players who were formerly his inferiors. 
The same is true in other 


games and in certain lines of business. 
The people who are sticklers for 


mere form and for non-essential technique usually foil behind in general 
efficiency and results.

Imsbnnd and stop-mother in Prance lias met with popular approval, regard- 
less of whether the verdict, is or is not fully justified

The I rial which lias been the most exciting that Paris has 
had 
for 


years, illustrated (he peculiar manner of conducting such trials in France 
contrasting in a striking manner with the line of procedure in this country. 


In Franco the presiding judge acts in (he cnpacity of inquisitor and 


phiys the part of ii coroner in this country, plying the prisoner with ques- 
tions tending to indicate a belief in her guilt; whereas in this country the 
law assumes thnl. the prisoner is innocent until proven guilty. 


The trial of Madame 'Sleinheil had many dramatic climaxes, but one 


of the most important was that in which the prisoner, driven to despera- 
tion by a fierce army of questions, threatened to throw discretion to the 
winds and "tell all." That threat impressed even the prosecution with the 
belief that the prisoner if pressed tiny further might tell some 
political 


secrets involving high personages. 
Whether she meant it or not it was a 


groat piece of strategy and probably had much to do with her acquittal, for 
in the latter stages of the trial it did not seem that the government wanted 
to see her convicted. 


In Franco also there is more freedom allowed to popular clnmov than 


in this country, and this was nil in Madame Steinhcil's favor. Accordingly, 
the verdict of "not guilty" was greeted by outbursts of popular applause. 
That did not by any means indicate that Madame Steinheil is innocent, but 
rather that she is a very clover woman and thai she stood up wonderfully 
under the fiercest fire of cross examination by the prosecution 
and 
the 


presiding judge.

Wherein nre the hitter benefited by witnessing 


the bone crushing practice of the football team? 


If all (he students are to benefit by physical training then there must 


be some gniac or some exercise in which all can participate. 
Otherwise the 


development and the training to grit and manly exploits will be confined 
to a few. 


It is, true flint each college has a gymnasium in which all can seek 


muscular development, but in outdoor athletics the case is different. What 
is true of football in this respect applies equally to baseball.

inactivity while they watch the game. 


This is the jircal objection to college' athletics and school athletics, that 


the entire body of students become interested in a football or a hnselxill 
team, and the majority are so worked up over approaching contests (bar 
they forget Ihcin.selvcs and their own need of physical training in their 
anxiety for Ihe success of the team. 


When the students of a high school engage in military drill all are' 


equally benefited; but. when they play football or baseball only the members 
of tho team are bi'ni'fitcd.

T. Trefry has announced this year's 
apportionment of the corporation tax, 
tinder the law passed last year provid- 
ing .a new method of distribution of

carries on its business.' 


Under this year's apportionment the 


city of Boston gains 5SS6,200.22, some- 
what less, than had been expected, be- 
cause of an underestimate of the num- 
ber of residents of Boston who 
own 


stock in cotton mill corporations situ- 
ated elsewhere, and from whom Bos- 
ton this year receives 
only one-half 


. the tax in place of the full amount in 


former years. 
- 


The principal reason for the passage 


of''the new law was that manufactur- 
ing cities might be relieved in some 
measure of their high tax rates, and 
that the so-called "tax dodgers' com- 
munities" should get less of the cor- 
poration taxes.
